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l. The city has a population of about one million. It is situated about 500 
km southwest of Ufa, on the Trans-Siberian railroad and on the left bank 
of the Volga River, at its confluence with the Samara River, It is 
bounded on the west by the Volga and on the south by the tributary Samara. 


2. The Volga at Kuibyshev has a width of about onekilometer. The boat and 
' barge traffic is heavy, especially southward, The Samara River, one kilometer 
wide, is crossed by a steel railroad bridge which carries the Trans-—Siberiaa. 
Traffic density on the Trans-Siberian is reportedly high and consists mostly 
of shipments of industrial and mineral products. The line is double—tracked 
and steam traction is used. 


3. Kaibyshev was not dumaged during the war. The streets in the center of tow 
are partly laid with cobblestones; the most important are paved with asphalt. 
4 motor highway extends northwestward toward Ufa.

steel roofs in dome shape and a vast inside yard. About 10,000 employees 
work here in three eight-hour shifts. The enclosure is a wooden fence with 
Bowers manned sy armed puards. « spur connects with the railroad. 


Stalin factory (Stalin zarou) vith airfield. It is situated in the south- 
aast section of town.
